When the North-Pacific railroad was ppo- 


jected and work /commenced thereon the 
country west from Lake Superior to the 


• Kockj mountains was an unbroken wil- 


derness." In 1868 there were less than a 
dozen settlers on the line chosen for the 
construction of this road, and they were 
all hunters and trappers. There was not 
a foot of land devoted to agricultural pur- 
suits, and not a dollar invested in trade 
or manufacturing. In 1881 ;the road Jiad 
been extended from Duluth to Moorhead 
in the Eed river valley. Duluth had be- 
come a town of probably 6,000 people; 
Brainerd perhaps 3,000; and Moorhead 
probably 2,000. The New England colony 
had gained a foothold at Detroit Lake. 
The Junction, Thompson and^ Oak Lake' 
had nourished and passed into premature 
decay as the track passed on. Fargo, 
"VJalley City, Jamestown and Bismarck 
were unborn. Glyndon was a flourishing 
village of perhaps 1,000 people. But no 


f,1 nning lands had a's yet been developed 
al any point on the! road. In 1872 the 
road was extended about to Steele, and 
m 1873 to Bismarck. The crash came, 
and Duluth's population was reduced to 
about 3,000; Brain srd to about 1,500; 
Glyndon to 300; Moorhead to 600; Oak 
Lake disappeared entirely, and Thompson 
and the Junction onjly|retained a position 
on the map. Detroit struggled along, 
maintaining a feeble existence until its 
surrounding agricultural country was 
developed, wheni1| entered upon a healthy 
state of prosperity and has since flour- 
ished. 
Bismarck, being the terminus, 


l*,>came the most important town on the 
line of the road. 


Those ^vho had invested th«r money 


in North Pacific lands, became discotir- 
a^ed, and mroiy offered their securities 
at ten cents on the dollar. 
Home ex- 


changed them for land ; others bought 
them at these figures and made haste to 
secure and improve land which disap- 
pointed the expectations of the most 
sanguine, and resulted in the most rapid 
settlement and development ever known. 
Fargo, which as late as 1875 had but four 
or five hundred inhabitants at most, now 
h;>t» nearly ten thousand, and churns even 
more than that. 
Duluth reco\ered from 


its long period of'depression, and now 
has a population of 
15,000 at least. 


Brainerd has a population of 10,000; 
Moorhead 3.500; Jamestown 2,500; Bis- 
marck 3,500: Mandan, Steele, Valley City, 
Sanborn, Cassolton, Wheatland, Tower 
Cit\, New Buffalo, Mapleton, Glyndon, 
Wadeua and Perharn, from '600 to 1,500 
each; and Gleudivei Miles City, Billings 
and Livingston, from 1,500 to 2,500 each, 
not to speak of a score of smaller towns, 
where only a dozen years ago there was 
absolutely no settlement; and in North 
Dakota there are now not less than one 
hundred thousand people, where in 1880, 
o\eu, there were but 34,684. Northern 
Minnesota and eastern Montana hava 
k^pt almost even pace, and probably 
h<ne one hundred thousand more, who 
hcrve settled in the legion developed 
through 
the

North Pacific, adding millions upon 
millions to the productions 
of

co-.intrj. Thousands of poor men havo 
[beanie wealthy and thousands of happy 
homes ha^e been made in this land which 
was but iccently occupied by ^ild beasts 
and savages.

ivheat are raised and shipped to Europe 
or to eastern markets in our own country, 
auJ thousands upon thousands of cattle 
rue grown^na region a few years ago 
known only b} its blopdy Indian battles 
or vast herds of buffalo. 


l The effect of this development .extends 
tar beyond the line of the North Pacific, 


ask that they be not deprived by unfair 
discrimination of their natural advan- 
tages resulting from the favorable posi- 
tion of the city. It would be unfair to 
give to Mandan the same rate that is 
charged to Bismarck, and then charge 
Bismarck a higher rate than is charged 
Mandan parties who ship goods to points 
on the line west of Mandan. It would 
be unfair for the railroad: company to at- 
tempt to force the river business from the 
last to the west bank of the Missouri 
river, but it would be equally unfair for 
the road to refuse accommodations re- 
quired by the business interests which 
may grow up on the west side of the river. 
There is no reason to suppose that they 
will ever do this, excepting the rumors 
originating at M'andan, for which the 
road is in no sense responsible. 
Both 


towns will prosper, but there is no reason 
to suppose that Bismarck will suffer in 
any sense from the improvements being 
made at Mandan by the company. Al- 
though these improvements are life and 
hope for Mandan, they are insignificant 
in comparison with the shops of the com'- 
pany at Brainerd and Livingston, or even 
at Dickinson and Jamestown-. The com- 
munication is as follows: 


"The TRIBUNE of the 25th inst. is not 


correct in the assertion that the North 
P icific railroad has never done anything 
for Bismarck, although the article ini 
question is a very fair one", and quite dif- 
ferent in spirit from many that have pre- 
ceded it. 


The facts are that there has been a 


large discrimination in favor of Bismarck 


the bridge arbitrary. The charge on 


e t ry thing going to Mandan is in excess 
of the charge going to Bismarck by an 
anount sufficient to pay cost ot transpor- 
tation on nearly one hundred miles of 
rofad. 


Another point seems to have been over- 


looked. Owing to the innate depravitj 
of the Big Muddy, which is constantly 
changing its channel, no location on the 
Bismarck side can be found for a perma- 
nent warehouse. The channel of one 
year is entirely different from that of the 
next year, and when a warehouse 500 or 
600 feet in length is constructed at con- 
siderable expense 1'or the sccommodation 
of one year's business it must' be torn 
down and removed to another locality to 
accommodate the business of next year 


It was expected that upon the comple- 


tion of the dyke that a permanent chan- 
nel would be formed between piers 1 and 
2, and that a warehouse just below the 
bridge would be a permanent structure. 
It was proposed to go to considerable 
expense to erect a permanent and con- 
venient warehouse at^ that point with 
tracks at the land side and a sloping 
wharf to facilitate transfer through the 
warehouse to and from river steamers, 
but this plan was defeated by the river 
taking a netion to change its channel, 
which passes between piers B and 3, too 
far from shore*^ permit suc'h warehouse 
to be utilized.

that no liquor shall 'be sold to minors;

So license|shall be iistied in any town 


or city containing 2,500 or more inhabi- 
tants until a majority of tax-pajing citi- 
zens of the block or square in which the 
saloon or dramshop is to be located shall 
petition the court asking that it be grant- 
-ed; nor ia any city or town of less than 
2,000 inhabitants until a majority of the 
tax-paying citizens shall ask for the same, 
said petitions to he renewed every year.

j appropriated for its construction.

board of six directors was appointed, two 
of whom shall hold office for two yeirs. 
two for fpur years and two for sir years, 
Alex. McKenzie, John A. McLean, John 
P. Dunji and C. A. Lounsberry, of Bis- 
marck, A. W. Edwards, of Fargo, and J., 
H. Miller, of Wahpeton, were appointed 
such board of directors. They are em- 
powered to advertise for plans and for 
proposals and to begin the work of con- 
struction which must be completed with- 
in one year fr(j>m the passage of the act.

THE reported indictment by a Yank- 


ton grand jury, of members of the legis- 
lature who differed from the Yankton 
ring at the last session of the legislature, 
wjll prove to be interesting reading, and 
affords another reason why" the capital 
should be removed from that God-for- 
saken city. If the true history of former 
legislatures and former administrations, 
was written, many points of interest to 
the people just now would be developed^ 
and if every transgression in the past 
had received its just recompense of re- 
ward the penitentiaries, and the gallows, 
even, would not have been defrauded as 
they have been by the artful dodgers 
residing at the capital city. A few years 
ago, several men were concerned in 
lynching an innocent man in one of the 
southern counties of Dakota, and were 
indicted for murder. A. H. Barnes was 
the presiding judge in the district. 
These men came into court with revol- 
vers strapped on their hips, and de- 
manded an immediate trial. The judge 
ordered the sheriff to disarm them, and 
adjourned his court because the sheriff 
wlas unable to do so. 
One of these men 


claimed an election to the legislature 
from the Bismarck district, and employed 
a Yankton member of the legislature, 
lately a judge in Dakota, to conduct his 
case. 


This Yankton man, this upright judge, 


so "arranged" with the clerk that the in- 
dicted murderer wag put on the rolls and 
the lawfully elected meinber who held 
the certificate of election was excluded. 
The murderer, who was arrested under 
the old indictment and thrown into jail, 
was brought into the house to vote 
whenever the Yankton ring needed his 
services. In another case a man was re- 
turned elected by a fraudulent vote- 
Yankton members of the legislature held 
the contestant from his seat, to which 
they adniitjted he was elected fairly, as 
long as they had hope of using the sit- 
ting member, and finally required of the 
contestant a written agreement to vote 
as the Yankton members dictated in re- 
turn for his seat. But this was not 
bribery. It was Yankton bulldozing and 
if Yankton wants to rake up the disgrace- 
ful records of the past and purify" the 
moral atmospheie of that city there is 
abundant material within reach.

It was left, how- 
ever, for the Elmira, New York, Dakota 
homestead company to take advantage 
of the situation, and one of the hand- 
somest towns on the North Pacific will 
soon grow up at that point. 


INSUBAKCE companies are now required 


to publish their statements in a newspa- 
per having the largest circulation in each 
judicial district, and to deposit $25,000 
in cash, treasury notes or bonds, with the 
territorial treasurer, before they are 
authorized to do business in Dakota. A 
tax of two and one-half per cent, on 
their premiums, after deducting actual 
losses, is required to be paid to the aud- 
itor. 


TEE county commissioners ought to 


make a rebate to those who paid the $500 
county license under the old law, who are 
now required to pay a like sum to the 
city under the new arrangement. The 
TBIBTJITE believes in a high license and in 
strict regulations rather than hi prohibi- 
tion nonsense, but five hundred dollars 
is high enough, and those who paid that 
sum in good faith to the county ought 
not to be compelled to pay a like sum 
under the new law, which was not thought 
of at the time the first was exacted. No 
other business under the sun would sub- 
mit to such an unjust exaction, and there 
is no reason why liquor dealers should be 
asked or expected to submit to it, and 
the TBIBUNE does not believe it will be 
asked or expected of them. The county 
commissioners could order a.transfer of 
the proper proportion of the five hundred 
dollars already paid to the city treasury 
or could cancel the old license and order 
a rebate for the unexpired term, and then 
license could be applied for under the 
new law. Either course would be just. 
The saloon men do not object to a $500 
license, but having paid that ^um they do 
object to having an additional $500 im- 
posed under a new law which wipes out 
the old system and inaugurates a new 
one The city council ought to take up 
this^question at its next session and ap- 
point a committee to confer with the 
county commissioners, to jfthe end that 
exact justice may be done. 


IT is now asserted that documents 


have been unearthed which prove tnat 
Washington was a defaulter to the gov- 
ernment to the sum of over one hundred 
thousand dollars.

His Postmasterv&eiieral.

Ex-Poatmaster-General Creswell said re- 


cently. while speaking of General Grant 
' Ho 


is, in many respects, the moat remarkable man 
that I have ever met When I was appointed 
postmaster-general I took great pains to look 
Bp and study the laws laid down by congress 
for the government of the department, and had 
them at my finger's ends. Then I carefully 
laid out a general policy, which I thought 
would furnish the, best and 'most complete ser- 
vice to the country. It was not until after 
some weeks of deliberation that I finally ven- 
tured to lay the matter before President Grant 
for his approval. Well, one day I was np at 
the White House, and I made up my "mind that 
my plan was laid so securely that there would 
be no difficulty in procuring its adoption by the 
president I brought the matter to Geneial 
Grant's attention, and he told me to go ahead 
and express my views freely and fully. 


"He was sitting in a chair puffing away at a 


cigar as I went over my plan patiently, until I 
thought at last that I was making myself tue- 
some, as the president did not seem to be pay- 
ing me the attention which I thought the sub- 
ject deserved. I finished my story, however 
and he told me to call the next day and ho 
would give me his decision. The next day I 
was at the White House at the appointed time 
and, intensely to my surprise, the president 
took up the points of my policy one by one and 
discussed them with an amonnt of information 
on the duties of the postmaster-general which 
I had never dreamed of. He told me that he 
agreed with the policy as a whole, but that 
there were some points on which he did not 
hold the same yiewa as those which I had ad- 
vanced. Then he took them up and exposed 
the flaws with so much hard, common sense 
that I afterward wondered why I did not a* 
the defects myself before. At our first inter- 
view I thought that ho was hardly paying mo 
the ordinary politeness which the occasion 
seemed to demand, but the second visit as- 
sured me that not only had he listened most 
intently to what I had to say, but that he had 
devoured every idea I had advanced."

been formed in Paris for the purpose of manu- 
facturing the solar machines invented by Prof. 
Muchot, and over lo6 of the various applica- 
tions are in actual use in different parts of the 
world, pumping water, cooking food, running 
small agricultural machines, ie. 
The appa- 


ratus consists of a conical reflector 11>£ feet in 
diameter, from which the solar rays are re- 
flected upon a boiler three feet long and six- 
teen inches in diameter outside, ebfclosed in a 
glass cover, and placed vertically U the axis of 
the reflector. A battery of four such machines, 
it is claimed, gives three-horse power, the 
price ot which is, at the shop in Paris, 10.000 
francs, or ?3,tOO. 
. 


Since our attention was called to the ma- 


chines in France the information comes that a 
company composed of the best mechanics and 
engineers of California has been incorporated 
for the purpose of purchasing American pat- 
ents for utilizing solar he at for industrial pur- 
poses, such as pumping water for irrigating 
and reclaiming lands, propelling all kinds afl 
machinery, furnishing i team and hot water 
for canneries, cooking food, the manufacture 
of boras, distilling alcohol, drying fruit, the 
sublimation of sulphur, and the roasting of 
ores. 
^^ 


An examination of the American patents and 


of the plans of the California company shows 
that the old style of conical reflectors and ver- 
tical boilers has been abandoned, and that the 
new apparatus, which the company has al- 
ready commenced to construct, consists essen- 
tially in a reflector, cylindrical in form, having 
a parabolic cross-section, and being straight in 
longitudinal direction, in combination with a 
cylindrical heat receiver, or boiler, mounted 
on the axis of and parallel to the reflector, 
both reflector and boiler being placed hori- 
zontally or nearly so, and provided with suita- 
. ble devices for setting machine in the proper 
position and causing it to follow the sun'e ap- 
parent movement 


It is confidently expected that fully five- 


horse power will be realized from 7 a. m. to 5 
p. m. It has been found that occasional pass- 
ing clouds have no perceptible effect on the 
apparatua All know that the sun generates 
immense quantities of heat It has been demon- 
strated by Ericsson, Muchot, and other scien- 
tists that the heat of the sun, after absorption 
by our atmosphere, represents rather over one- 
horse power per square yard, and that we get 
more heat (other things being equal) on r day 
in winter than in summer, for the sun is near- 
est to us in our northern winter by several 
millions of miles. 


There are millions of acres of the finest land 


in the world in the San Joaquin and other val- 
leys of California and Arizona, which land 
needs to be "tickled with water to make it 
laugh with the harvest" Only a small part of 
this land can be irrigated by the usual meth- 
ods, but water can exist in inexhaustible quan- 
tities in most localities at from ten to 100 feet 
from the surface. 
By driving a number of 


tube wells, say fifteen feet apart, and coupling 
them together at the tops and applying a sun 
engine, a supply of water can be obtained for 
irrigation and for cattle which would raise the 
value of the land from $2 to »5, its present 
price, to $30 and §60 per acre, and fill these 
valleys with a prosperous and happy popula- 
tion. This .is a phase of the solar engine busi- 
ness which should commend itself to the own- 
era of the large ranches in the interior valleys, 
where {he conditions are most favorable for 
the development of this enterprise.

not unmindful of the objection that the solar 
rays are sometimes interrupted by clouds, aud 
that at best such an engine would be available 
only hi the daytime, but we answer that in the 
summer time, during our rainless season, 
when their need would be greatest, the sky is 
eeldom obscured by clouds, and the power of 
the engine eonld be used for compressing air 
or generating electricity, which might be stored 
and the electricity or con pressed air would 
serve to run the machinery m the night 
In 


this way the cities on the plains could also be 
lighted by electricity at a n minium cost

Faye bases his hypothesis on the spectro- 
seopic observations of many years, and on 
Carrington's study of sun spots, which show 
that the currents are all on zones parallel to 
the equator, while there are none from the 
equator toward the poie. Besides this, the 
flattening of the sun and the slow motion of 
sun spots near the poles are more easily ex- 
plained on this hypothesis of Faye's than oa 
those hitherto in-vogue.

The greajt majo: ity of 
people, howeve'-, see but a small portion of the 
country tributary to Bismarck. They co ne in 


, on-the train and see only the towns direclly on 


the railroad. It must be remembered that Bis- 
marck has two great high ways, viz.: the North 


• 
Pacinc railroad and the Missouri river. People 
are liable to under estimate the value of tne lat- 
ter. As a matter of fact it opens up a far 
greater extent of couutry that will alwnyg be 
tributary to Bismarck than the railroad.

So great has become, the pressure upon 
the wires that the services of another operator 
have been found r. necessity, and Mr. F. H.

The manner in vhich the telegraphic news of 


the day is sent to i .a pre^ aud prepared to lay 
bsforj tha people i • a morning paper may noi 
be uninteresting to the reader. The intricate 
workings of the associated press system of tha 
United States would fill a volume, hence we can 
but briefly refer to th" manner in wflich the 
news is handled here in the a.jrthwest. At St. 
Paul an a^ent of tho associated press is stationed 
whosexsutv/Jt is to make up the northwestern 
report. Till the dispatches coming into St. Paul 
ou the various hues pass through his hands, and 
from thes^he cull-» the more important oaes 
only, the t-maller papers ia northwe-tern cilies 
of coar-e not having space to piiat the amount 
daily used by the metropolitan press of St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. As the dispatches come ii 
through the irjght the agent takes a copy of 
them, makes his selections for the northwestern 
proas :it,d places them m the bauds of the oper- 
ator, and whl'o they are yet tot, so to speak, 
from ths eastern wires they are flashed to us at 
a. ^peed of from twenty-five to forty words per 
minute.- 


Tlv dispatches bpgin to come to Bismarck at 


iibotjt ten o'clock at night and Mr Kahle is kept 
at his ^table constantly receiving them until 
about 3 iu the morning. They corns in a some- 
what abbreviated form with all the minor words

The readers of the TBteuNE will be interested 


in the points upon which the secretary of the 
interior based his • decision in the celebrated 
Plunkett Jackman contest case. 
It will be re 


membered that the land was contested irpon the 
ground that Jackman did not settle upon it in 
good faith, but to sell on speculation in viola- 
tion of section 2,i62 of the revised statutes. He 
took the land at that particular point in 1872 
with other parties, in anticipation that the 
North Pacific roaoj would cross the Missouri 
river there and a town be built. The secretary 
lu his decision says: "The law referred to can- 
not be construed that men and persons going to 
frontiers or along lices jf projected railways, 
and anticipating centers of population, shall 
not enjoy the benefits of their enterprise and 
foresight though they believed their clUms 
woulrt became of great value on account of their 
proximity to villages or cities, or that villages 
or cities would even be bailt on such claims 
and thereby enable them ultimately to -realize 
large prices for such lands. That is not the 
speculation the statute intended to prohibit."
